THE PENSION BILL PAS 



The Report Agreed Upon In the 

House Cnuciis Passes the House By a 
Vote of 145 Yeas to 86 Nays— The 
Mllliri us It Heroines n l.aw- Other 
Wa-lilinclon t>is|>ntrhes. 

Washucoton, June 12.— The senate 
yesterday pa mad senate bill extending 
the criminal jurisdiction of the oiroait 
ami district courts to the grea t lakes 

and their connecting waters. 

Mr. Morrill, from the committee on 
finance, reported back favorably anil 

with iundry amendments the house sil- 
ver bill, and gave DOtioe that he would 
Offer a substitute for the senate bill. 

The senate silver bill wai then taken up, 
and Mr. Knstis addressed the senate. 
He considered that the proposition for 
free coinage wai simply an extension of 

tin existing system of finance. 

Mr. Turpie next addressed the senate. 
He favored the free coinage of silver for 

two reasons first, because it would in- 
crease the currency. and second, because 

it would add greatly to the vulue of sil- 
ver, an American product. 
As no other senator desired to speak 

on the question, the senate bill went 
over without action. 

The following bills were taken from 
the calendar and passed! 

Benate bill for a public building at 
Racine, Wis., cost not to exceed C100,- 
000. 

Benate bill to amend the revised stat- 
utes so a." to make the act of breaking 
into a postofflce foe the purpose of lar- 
ceny, the crime of burglary, and to in- 

crease the maximum of imprisonment 
from rive to ten years. 

House bill, increasing from $150,001) to 
|275 ,000 the limit of cost for the public 
building at Duluth, Minn. 

Satiate bill, to prohibit monopoly in 
the transportation of cattle to foreign 
countries. Which was under discussion 
last we ek , was again taken up and 
pass e d without further discussion — Mr. 
Vest having consented to the amend- 
ment ottered by Mr. Hale inserting the 
words. "Not already contracted for in 
good faith by persons or parties having 

cattle for transportation at the date or 
such contract, sufficient to occupy such 
storage room. 

The senate Joint resolution in regard 
to the export trade in cattle was then 

taken up. and Mr. Vest made a state- 
ment in explanation and advocacy of it. 

Mr. Hale, referring to Mr. Vest's re- 
mark that American cattle were not 
allowed to be imported into Great 
Britain unless to be slaughtered within 
ten days, said that that was an interest- 
ing fact an showing what free trade 
England u^l iu the way of discrimina- 
tion or prohibition, 

Mr. \ est explained that the ground on 
■which that exclusion was based was 
the supposed presence of pleuro-pneu- 
monia iu American herds, but he said 
that not a single case of pleuro- pneumo- 
nia had been found against the exported 
cattle. 

After further discussion the resolu- 
tion watt adopted. It requests the pres- 
ident of the United States to cause cor- 
respondence aud negotiation to be had 
through the department of state, or 
otherwise, with the authorities of the 
kingdom of Great Britain for the pur- 
pose of securing the abrogation or mod- 
ification of the regulations now en- 
forced by said authorities, which re- 
quire cattle imported into Great Britain 
from the United States of America to 
be slaughtered at the port of entry, and 
prohibiting the same from Wing carried 
alive to other places in said kingdom. 

The senate bill, to provide for the in- 
spection of live cattle and lie.f products 
intended for export to foreign countries, 
WIS then taken up. A substitute for 

it reported from the committee on agri- 
culture was withdrawn and the bill 
passed. It requires the secretary of 
agriculture to cause to be made a care- 
ful inspection of all cattle intended for 
export to foreign countries from the 
Uuited States, at such times and places 
and iu such manner as be may think 
proper, with a view to ascertain whether 

sucn cattle are free from disease, and 
for liiis purpose he may apjaiiut inspec- 
tors, who shall be authorized to give an 
official certificate clearly stating the 
Condition in which such animals are 
found, and no clearance shall be given 
t<> any vessel having on board cattle for 
exportation to a foreign country, unless 
tin- owner, or shipper, of such cattle has 

a certificate from the inspector herein 

authorised to be appointed, stating that 
said cattle is sound and free from dis- 
ea e. 

The secretary of agriculture is also 
required to canse to be made a careful 

inspection of all live cattle whose meat 
is intended for exportation to any for- 
Sign country at such times and places 
and iu such manner as he may thmk 
proper, With ■ View to ascertain whether 
said cattle are free from disease and 

their meat sound and wholesome, and 

no clearance is to tie given to any VOSSel 
having on board any fresh beef for ex- 
portation and sale iu a foreign country 
from any port iu the United states with- 
out a certificate from the inspector. 

On motion of Mr. Pasco the senate 
bill for the protection of actual settlers 
who have made homestead Of pre- 
emption entries upon the public lands of 
the Uuited States, in the state of Florida, 
upon which deiKisits of phosphate have 
been discovered since such entries were 
made, was taken from the calendar and 
passed. 

The senate bill for the establishment 
of a port of delivery at Rock Island, 
HI., was taken from the calendar and 
passed. 

Mr. Spoouer offered a resolution, 
which was agreed to, calling on the sec- 
retary of the interior for, a report of the 



amount of the claims heretofore pre- 
sented to the department on account of 
Indian depredations, whether such 
claims have been adjudicated or not. 

Mr. Allison, from the conference com- 
mit tee on the jiension appropriation bill, 
presented I report, and stated that the 
only point of disagreement was the 
amendment adopted by the senate in- 
creasing the number of pension agents 
from eighteen to twenty. A further 
conference was asked. 

The house bill to authorize the Leav-

The senate than proceeded to the con* 
kidertttion of individual pension bills on 
the calendar and pa.<«ed seventy-five of 
them.

Hons. Proceedings, 

Was.hvu i\, June 12.— In the house 
Mr. Mills, ot Texas, was appointed a 
member of the committee on rules, and 

Mr. Turner, of Georgia, a number of 
the committee on ways and means to fill 
vacancies occasioned by the resignation 
of Mr. Carlisle, of Kentucky. 

The conference report on the senate 
dependent pension bill was presented, 
and the previous question ordered. 

In explanation of the report, Mr. Mor- 
rill stated that the conference commit- 
tee bad stricken out the dependent feat- 
ure of the senate bill and the service 
feature of the house bill. It would dis- 
tribute 1 15,000,000 among the poor sol- 
diers of the nation. 

Mr. Yoder, of Ohio, protested against 
the conference report, holding that it 
endangered the demand of the soldier 
and buried in the basement of the capi- 
tol his petitions for a per diem rate of 
pension.

The Pension Rill as Passed. 

WASHINGTON, June 12. — The general 
]»'iision bill as agreed upon by the con- 
ferees and agreed to in the house yester- 
day, after providing for the pensioning 
of dependent parents, says that all per- 
sons who served three months or more 
in the military or naval service of the 
United States during the war of the re- 
bellion, and who have been honorably 
discharged therefrom, and who are now 
or who may hereafter be Buffering from 
a mental or physical disability of a per- 
manent character not the result of their 
own vicious habits, which incapacitates 
them from the performance of manual 
labor in such a degree as to render them 
unable to earn a support, shall be 
placed upou the list of invalid pension- 
ers of the United States and be entitled 
to receive a pension not to exceed $12 
per month and not lees than $6 per 
month, proportioned to their inability 
t" earn a support, such pension to con- 
tinue during the existence of such disa- 
bility. Rank in the service shall not be 
considered in applications filed under 
this act. 

Provision is made for pensioning at 
the rate of $8 per month widows of men 
who served ninety days without proving 
death the result of army service, ana 
likewise granting $2 a month to each 
child under 10 years of age. The $2 is 
fixed a- a limit of the fee to be charged 
by agents in preparing cases under this 
act. There is no po-«ible way to esti- 
mate the cost of the bill. The esti- 
mate- range from 180,000,000 a year to 
$100,000,000. Mr. Morrill, in the house, 
placed the estimate at about $M,000, 000, 
but it is thought it will run up to at 
least 190,000/100 the first year.

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Strikers in Possession at 
Columbus, Ohio. 



ATTEMPTS MADE TO RUN CARS. 



Some of the Best Cltliena Take a Part 
ami Help the Men Who Are Out— Sev- 
eral Sensational Street Sceues, and 
Worse Trouble Is Hourly Kxpeeteri. 

Columbus, O., June 12.— The Consol- 
dated Street Railway company yester- 
day made another attempt to run cars 
manned by non-union men. the city 
council having given them until even- 
ing to fulfill the obligations of their 
charter before the entering of suit to 
cancel the charter. The company se- 
cured the promises of a number of non- 
union men whom they had cooped up in 
the cellar under their downtown offices. 

Yesterday morning a"Comi>any of js> 
licemen escorted a number of these men 
to the Oak street stables, which are in a 
residence part of the citv, and where 
they thought there would be no inter- 
ference from factory men. The strikers 
themselves offered no resistance, obey- 
ing strictly the restraining order made 
by the courts, but the citizens turned 
out, men, women and children going to 
tle ir aid. The section Is one of the 
most highly respectable in the city, the 
■tables being only half a square from 
aristocratic Broad street, and the inhab- 
itants being mostly business and profes- 
sional men. 

Notwithstanding this, a crowd of sev- 
eral hundred gathered and pro c ee d ed to 
obstruct the tracks by piling up stones. 
Cat N was started out, but before it had 
gone three Squares. tWO SCab drivers had 
asserted to the strikers. A real estate 
dealer named Kauffman unhitched the 
horses from the car, and was arrested 
by order of Mayor Bruck, who was on 
the ground, and a boy was locked up 
for piling stones on the track. 

The factor)- muu had kept themselves 
Informed, and at this juncture a mass 
of employes from the Olrio Buggy works, 
the Scraper works, aud all the carpen- 
ters ana brick masons employed on 
neighlKiring buildings, marched up, 
swelling the crowd to 3,000. Chief 
Murphy ordered the cars taken back to 
the stables, and all the new employes, 
with but two or three exceptions, went 
over in a body to the strikers. 

The entire sympathies of the com- 
munity are with the strikers and the 
factories are already to shut down to 
aid them in any attempt to gain the ad- 
vance demanded. The police are abso- 
lutely powerless before the great army 
Of mechanic* who have token up the 
cause of the street car men, and only a 
strong military force could insure the 
running of cars. 

OUR BANNER STILL WAVES. 
A Hritish ■ami Ca — I l*laj Cedes tn« 

Mais suil Strip**. 

Kingston, Out., June 12.— Quite a 
ripple of excitement was created at the 
ferry wharf yesterday afternoon by an 
attempt on the part of Col. Coltou, com* 
mandart of Battery "A" stationed at 
Kingston, to prevent an excursion party 
boarding the American steamer St. 
Lawrence until she had lowered her 
stars and stripes. A few days ago the 
management of the steamer received 
permission from the Canadian govern- 
ment to call at Canadian ports down 
the St. Lawrence river to collect excur- 
sionists. 

The boat was engaged yesterday by 
the Canadian Order of Foresters for an 
excursion to the Thousand Wanda. 
Among those most prominent in the 
party was Mayor Brennan, of this city, 
who liad engaged Battery A band to 
escort the excursionists. When about 
to board the boat the mayor was in- 
formed by Col. Colton that he must not 
board the steamer until the American 
flag was hauled down. This order 
caused great commotion among the For- 
esters and their friends. The owners of 
the steamer, however, after being con- 
sulted, refused to obey the order, and so 
in f inned Col. Coltou. The American 

Bag was flying at the end of the steam- 
er's bowsprit iuid the Union Jack at the 

top of the staff at the bow of the boat, 
and the stars and stripes also predomi- 
nated at the stern. 

Col. Colton was interviewed yester- 
day evening by a reporter, and said 
with reference to the matter of allowing 
the men to land in American ports 
wearing the British military uniforms: 
"It is against the regulations governing 
British troops and I objected. I found 
out afterwards that it was not intended 
to land the men, and when I learned 
that the American Bag Was living in a 

conspicuous place on the steamer, I ob- 
jected to allowing the members of the 
band to go on board, because I did not 

think it would look right to »ee a ! ty 

of British troops i>eing conveyed through.

Helkna, Mont. June 12. — The 
Cheyenne Indiana are on the war path. 
They have left their regular camps, and 
are gathering in small camps of from 
fifteen to twenty-five in the teppees and 
are tiring at settlers' houses and making 
the most threatening demonstrations. 
Ranchmen have been bringing their 



families into the settlement all day. 
Cattle are being shot down by the In- 
dians through pure malice, as no parte 
of the animals are used for beef. 
Eighteen cattle were shot in one bunch 
in Otter creek. 

Governor Toole yesterday received a 
dispatch signed by ten prominent citi- 
zens of Miles City requesting that he 
send 1,000 stand of arms and ammuni- 
tion. In reply the .inns and ammuni- 
tion were sent forward last night in 
charge of Col. C. O. Curtis.

The convention to nominate a candi- 
date for Superior Court Judge in this the 
Third district met in the opera house at 
Lexington at noon yesterday. The at- 
tendance was not large enough to DION 
than half fill the hall, a great many 
proxies being held. 

The convention was called to order by 
Judge Lewis Apperson, of Mt. Sterling, 
who stated that no arrangements had 
been made for temporary Chairman, and 
that following the custom a nomination 
for temporary Chairman would be in 
order.

I'nder the same motion the Chairman 
added the following irentlemen to the 
committees.

Deputations From a Number of Irish 
Cities Walt L'pon Htm and Urge That 
lie Immediately Abandon Hi* Position 
On Certain Hills Now Pending In Par- 
liament-Other Foreign News. 

London. June 18.— The cause of the 
publicans in advocacy of the govern- 
ment's compensation scheme is being 
quite as earnestly championed in the 
principal cities of Ireland as in Luidon, 
and the opponents of the bill find them- 
selves attacked in the rear by a formi- 
dable and unlooked-for enemy. B WW N 
the measure Wiis of government origin, 
if for mi better reason, the Irish nu iu- 
Ijers of parliament, that is to say the 
Home Kule members, have opposed the 
bill in common with their Liberal allies, 
greatly to the disgust of a large propor- 
tion of their constituents. 

The publican element in Ire'and is 
relatively as powerful as it i* in England 
and the application of pressure upon the 
Nationalist menders hits begun. The 
licensed victuallers of Belfast. Cork. 
Dublin and other Irish cities have sent 
delegates to London to wait upon Mr. 
Paruell and urge that leader to abandon 
the position taken by him and his fol- 
lowers in opposition to the bill. 

These delegates are instructed to re- 
mind Mr. Parnell and his associates 
that the Irish publicans have been gen- 
erous contributors to the success of the 
National party in Ireland, and impress 
upon their minds the extent of the in- 
jury to the Irish cause which would re- 
sult from the withdrawal of that sup- 
port because of the ingratitude of its 
beneficiaries.

Vienna, June It.— Rioting is l>eing in- 
dulged in by the strikers of Benniach, in 
Silesia. An attack was yesterday made 
upon the factories, and the windows of 
sixteen of them were smashed. Other 
factories were more seriously damaged 
by the rioters. The police having ar- 
rested a number of the disturbers, the 
comrades of the latter attacked the offi- 
cers, with a view to securing the release 
of the prist >ners. The troops were then 
called out and the trouble suppressed.
